HEN news of the formal signing of 

the armistice was received, every com- 

munity in the land celebrated the vic- 
tory with a spontaneous enthusiasm which 
was ample testimony to American joy. For 
all good Americans there is at hand a much 
more practical means of testifying to that 
joy. Their joy can be measured by the 
amount of money they are willing to put into 
the Fifth Liberty Loan—the Victory Loan.

HEN one reads the interesting reports 

that come from the Department of 

the Interior at Washington, one is 
inclined to forget the taxpayers’ complaints 
as to the size of the government’s printing 
bills and take pride in the wonderful showing 
of the development projects in the larger 
areas of the country. It makes a hopeful 
bookman wish that some central guiding office 
were interesting itself in new bookstore pro- 
jects in the same way that this department 
watches land cevelopments. 

We read in the March Reclamation Record 
of the fine progress of Salt River project, 
of Yuma project, of Uncompahgre~ project, 
of King Hill, Minidoka, Huntley, Sun. River, 
Rio Grande and so on; drainage is being ‘im- 
proved, water supply increased, crops increas- 
ing, homes being established. 

Would it not be a pleasant experience | for 
the publisher to pick out from a morning’s 
mail the monthly report of the “Book-trade 
Extension Record” and to glance down the 
business-like reports of the secretary? The 
Tolago bookstore -project is prospering; a 
survey has been made at Buffland showing 
the opportunity for a good general bookstore; 
the experiment of a R. R. Terminal shop is 
showing success at St. Thomas; a competent 
graduate from the School of Bookselling is 
to take over the store ati New Burgh; a thoro 
investigation. of the state of Wishigan shows 
that four’ new bookstores could be estab- 
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lished to advantage as soon as the right men 


are found for the undertakings. 

It would make very good reading, would 
it not? No one expects or wants the govern- 
ment to do it but—perhaps some day it can 
be done.

Another example of the hustling, enterpris- 
ing committees in charge of the coming Boston 
convention of booksellers comes in the an- 
nouncement that the Banquet Committee has 
secured Irvin S$. Cobb as one of the speakers 
at the closing Lanquet of the convention on 
Thursday evening, May 15. When one recalls 
that Cobb’s fame as an after-dinner speaker 
is nation-wide and that his appearance at a 
festive board invariably brings joyous shouts 
of anticipation and a mighty round of ap- 
plause, one begins to realize what a genuine 
treat is in store for those at this banquet. 
Speculations are rife as to what he will say 
about the lot of the omnipresent bookman.

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A Monthly Review of Good 
Book-making 


Some of the interesting examples of book 
manufacturing in the last month have been 
in the field of the 16mo. Houghton Mifflin C 
has made a striking little book of “Iva 
Speaks,” a 52-page volume of size 734 x 4%. 
The cover is a bold yellow with black back 
and the title printed in Bodoni bold with 
heavy rules. This style is repeated on th 
page headings and gives a striking effect. The 
same bold color contrast was used in “Songs 
of Men,” earlier in the year, tho in this case 
bold face type was used and tinted paper for 
text. Houghton has also been very successful 
in the cover design of Ellis Parker Butler’s 
“Goat Feathers,” both design and color being 
most effective. 

Scribners, who are always successful in 
handling the problem of the small book, hav 
made a very attractive volume of John Jay 
Chapman’s “Songs and Poems.” Type page, 
title headings, and contents pages are parti 
cularly good, the canvas backs not quite s 
happy a choice. As an example of dollar 
fiction “Lady Larkspur” by Nicholson has 
been well made; a pleasing, unobtrusive type 
page and paper that runs pleasantly thru the 
fingers, have much to do with the results o! 
tained. 

The most notable example of fine book man- 
ufacture that has come from any trade pub 
lisher this month is “The Alphabet” by Fred- 
erick W. Goudy, a quarto volume set up fron 
Mr. Goudy’s types by Mrs. Goudy, and pub 
lished by Mitchell Kennerley. The special 
feature of the book is the series of 27 full 
page plates, one devoted to each letter of the 
alphabet and one to the figures and ampersand. 
Each plate gives various forms of the letter 
from the capitals of the Trajan column, thru 
Gothic, Jensen, Caslon to one of Goudy’s own 
fonts, each form being shown in large siz 
for careful examination by the student of 
lettering. The introductory text is an illum- 
inating account of the historical development 
of our alphabet with the valuable comments 
of one who is recognized as the greatest type 
designer of our time. 

The make up of the volume is deserving o! 
the highest praise; the dignified cover design. 
the beautiful title page set in Goudy’s super) 
series of Roman capitals, the successful 
handling of a complicated table of contents 
the beautiful text pages set in the best known 
of Goudy types and the general excellence of 
the press work are all noteworthy features 
which aid in making the book a truly fine one. 


Taking into consideration Mr. Goudy’s posi- 
tion in the historical progress of type de- 
signing, this book has especial importance to 
all who are interested in types and printing 
and will have continued interest and a per- 
manent place among books in this field. 
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PUBLISHERS TO MEET WITH SECRETARY REDFIELD 
“On Sale’ Restriction for the Book-trade to be Considered in Conference 


The request of Secretary of Commerce Red- 
field for a conference with book publishers 
has been accepted for the trade by the Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Copyright League after a 
general meeting of its members (as reported 
in the PupLtisHERS’ WEEKLY of March 8th), 
and subsequent conferences of its Business 
Committee. 

The recommendations as originally printed 
in the war-time rules of the War Industries 
Board have been amended to provide for 
rebates on fiction when titles shall enter the 
rebind list. 


The “On Sale” Recommendations 


All shipments of books “on sale,” “on con- 
signment,” or “protected” shall be prohibited, 
except in cases where it has been customary 
to solicit by traveling salesmen, and these 
salesmen of a publishing house have been un- 
able to solicit an advance order for any parti- 
cular publication (because of time limit- 
ation between the receipt of the manuscript 
and the publication of the book), in which 
event the publisher may ship a sample order 
“on sale’; but such an “on sale” shipment to 
any of the large jobbers shall in no case be 
in excess of 100 copies, and no such “on sale” 
shipment to any other dealer shall be in ex- 
cess of five copies. Such an “on sale” ship- 
ment shall not be repeated for the same title. 
This restriction applies to “on sales” to all 
retailers no matter where located. 

No “on sale” shipment shall be made for 
display or any other purpose except as stated 
in the previous paragraph and no rebate shall 
be made for unsold stock save in a case 
where there is published within two years 
from the date of original issue a cheap reprint 
of a trade book—when a proportionate rebate 
may be paid booksellers on their unsold stock 
of their original high-priced edition. 

If Secretary Redfield approves this recom- 
mendation it will be given the official approval 
of the Department, which approval, to quote 
the letter received from Washington, “would 
do much toward making this custom more 
readily acceptable to those members of the 
industry who have heretofore hesitated in co- 
operating with the trade.” 

The American Publishers’ Copyright League 
has heen representing the publishers in this 
matter at conference, and at its meeting on 
March 4th gave unanimous support to the plan. 
That meeting provided, however, that the 
Business Committee of the League should first 
confer with the retail booksellers, and Charles 
E. Butler of Brentano’s, was asked to organize 
a committee for such conference. On March 
17th the retailers met in New York, there 
being present besides Mr. Butler, Mr. Bray of 

- C. McClurg & Co.; Mr. Cox of Wana- 
maker’s, Philadelphia; Mr. Smith of Wana- 
maker’s, New York; Mr. Hood of The Baker 
& Taylor Co.; Mr. Arnold of the Syndicate 


Trading Co. Mr. Webber of Charles E. 
Lauriat Co., and Mr. Fuller of The Old Cor- 
ner Book Store, were represented by letters 
supporting the action taken. 

This committee met in conference on the 
following day with the committee of pub- 
lishers and Mr. Butler presented a report of 
unanimous disapproval of such restrictions. 


The Argument of the Retailers 


“In pursuance of the invitation contained in 
the resolution adopted at the March 4th meet- 
ing of the American Publishers’ Copyright 
League, the President of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association called into conference a 
committee of retailers from different parts of 
the country who might present with reasonable 
accuracy the booksellers’ opinion as to the 
effect of the proposed “on sale” restrictions. 

This committee is keenly appreciative of the 
important question raised by having the De- 
partment of Commerce offer to co-operate with 
the publishers in giving the weight of its 
approval to such trade customs as might seem 
at this time both constructive in purpose and 
salutary in effect, and it is genuinely ap- 
preciative of the courtesy of the publishers 
in asking retailers into conference. Whatever 
may be the final result of these present con- 
ferences the booksellers hope that it may be a 
procedure available for further uses. 

The committee reviewed very carefully the 
preliminary moves that brought up the present 
suggestion and endeavored to bring to bear on 
the problem the experiences of different stores, 
but while sincerely wishing that this first trial 
of trade consultation might see prompt agree- 
ment between publishers and retailers, it was 
found that the emphatic opinion of every mem- 
ber of the committee was that an attempt to 
bring about a complete discontinuance of “on 
sale” methods of book distribution would cause 
great dissatisfaction among retailers, much 
friction between publishers and a decided re- 
tarding of book distribution without sufficient 
economy or gain. 

In some ways the retailer would be pro- 
tected by such regulations, protected from local 
authors who want more of their books repre- 
sented, protected from giving space to doubt- 
fu] publishing enterprises and protected from 
the continuing importunities of anxious trav- 
elers not satisfied with the orders they are 
asked to send in, yet every rétailer thinks of 
scores of occasions when on sale methods have 
led to good business, satisfactory,jto both 
sides, and he would consider that a prohibition 
against such co-operative efforts was a back- 
ward step indeed. 

When the publisher has explicit confidence 
in a book or series, when his imagination 
has been fired by the possibilities of some 
new author or enterprise, then he ‘instinctively 
turns to display methods of bookstore ex- 
ploitation and backs up his convictions. That 
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such enterprise should be eliminated com- 
pletely from bookselling would be unfortunate 
from every point of view. 

These regulations were first suggested as a 
war measure to eliminate waste and the elim- 
ination of waste is always important. In 
cases where the waste exceeds the gain cannot 
the publishers eliminate that by initiative now 
quite within their province and present powers ¢ 

As the present suggestion will not have leg- 
islative enforcement to give it power it should 
have a reasonably unanimous support of the 
book-trade before being approved by the De- 
partment of Commerce. If the best judgment 
of retailers and jobbers is against it, many 
publishers unrecorded in its favor, and some 
of those approving divided in their councils 
is it not venturesome to undertake work under 
such cramping restrictions at this time? 

General discussion on the subject was given 
by all present and Mr. Hood of Baker & Tay- 
lor Co., and Mr. Bray of McClurg’s supported 
Mr. Butler’s report. 

After the conference the publishers’ com- 
mittee which consisted of Mr. Stokes, Mr. 
Houghton of Houghton Mifflin Co., Mr. Ma- 
crae of E. P. Dutton & Co., Mr. Harcourt of 
Henry Holt & Co., and Mr. Everitt of Dou- 
bleday, Page & Co., took the documents and 
reports under advisement and at a meeting on 
Monday of this week decided that it was for 
the best interests of the trade to accept the 
invitation of Mr. Redfield. 

“On sale” in the book-trade covers many 
different forms of merchandising,—books for 
window or special display, special shipments 
to the author’s home town, or along a lec- 
turer’s itinerary, special contract accounts or 
new titles sold with exchange privilege. These 
methods are to be eliminated from trade 
practice. The question has been raised with 
regards to depository accounts, such as G. & C. 
Merriam Co. maintain at convenient shipping 
points, but the interpretation of the publishers 
is that that cannot be called an “on sale” 
account. ‘‘Rebates” for increased quantities 
have been asked about, but the wording of the 
second paragraph makes no reference to any- 
thing but “rebates for unsold stock.”

How About War Stories? 


A statement of William Le Baron, manag- 
ing editor of Collier's Weekly, in the Author's 
League Bulletin is such a clear presentation 
of the present status of the public’s attitude 
toward war fiction that the book-trade will 
be interested to read it. 

Probably the question that fiction writers 
most often ask us nowadays is “Do you ac- 
cept war stories?” 

To which, after due editorial deliberation, 
we answer somewhat as follows: 

If a war story as good as Alden Brooks's 
“The Parisian” or any one of Dorothy Can- 
field’s were submitted to us of course we'd 
buy. it. 

But otherwise we don’t want stories that 
are essentially war stories. At the same 
time we say this fully realizing that almost 
any honest story of the present or the im- 
mediate past must carry in its fabric some 
consciousness of the war. 

To be more specific we don’t want a story 
in which the erring young man suddenly en- 
lists, thus assuming heroic proportions; we 
don’t want a story of the coward who in a 
crisis saves the entire regiment by his glori- 
ous folly nor of the society girl who thru 
war work is brought to face the more serious 
aspects of life. 

But in the troubled stream of American life 
to-day with its many problems of readjust- 
ments and reconstruction, there are many 
stories we do want. : 

And our preference is for fiction, that is 
representative of America nationally.

Librarians and Booksellers 
Chicago, Ill., March 22, 1919. 


Editor, PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY: 

Mr. Bowerman’s letter (PUBLISHERS WEEK- 
Ly, Mar. 15; p. 774) seems in need of that 
corrective which the writer himself implies in 
stating that he is “not at all sure whether 
these points have any value or not.” 

The points seem to be that libraries and 
bookstores ought to pull together; that actu- 
ally they don’t; that certain bookstores pro- 
mote the sale of books undesirable from the 
librarian’s point of view; that booksellers 
ought to attend the A. L. A. conferences and 
librarians appear at the booksellers’ conven- 
tions. It is implied that the booksellers are 
at fault, while librarians have most of the 
virtue on their side. 

If I were a bookseller, very little light 
would come to me thru Mr. Bowerman’s let- 
ter. I am as certain of that as of the tact 
that my personal experience with booksellers 
differs largely from Mr. Bowerman’s. As a 
librarian I have met all the booksellers of 
Chicago and many of their New York col- 
leagues. The sum of my experience is that 
I have learned a great deal from booksellers 
which I never could learn from librarians,— 
market values of books; relative merits of 
books: merits of editions; interesting points 
about the attitude of the public to definite 
books or authors; secrets of advertising; good 
ideas in arrangements of books; mature ex- 
perience with customers and the treatment 
of the public generally; good advice regard- 
ing the proper method in lighting and in utilz- 
ation of space, etc. But first and last, my 
remembrance embraces with fondness a num- 
ber of men in the bookselling trade with whom 
a librarian may enjoy the felicity of “talk- 
ing books” pure and simple—an opportunity 
appreciated all the more because of a lack 
of experience with books and literary mat- 
ters on the part of quite a good many library 
functionaries oi the latter day. 

If some booksellers are stupid and ignorant, 
certainly the same is true of some librarians. 
If a good book will sell, generally a slight 
hint will suffice for most booksellers in Chi- 
cago. Here, too, for many years I have 
failed to observe any tendency toward poor 
and indifferent stocks in preference to in- 
trinsically valuable matter. 

It requires no persuasian to enlist an active 
interest. ina good book which sells, even tho 
selling’ ts difficult and profits’ small: and if 
Mr. Bowerman will look’ Wito the stocks of 
bookstores, whether in Washington, Chicago, 
or New York, I think he will find that they 
compare favorably with the circulating stock 
of the respective public libraries. With Wall 
Street in New York and La Salle Street in 
Chicago running wide open, in defiance of 
God and man, and with every business cut- 
throat tracing his course close to the margin 
of legal protection, really the book-trade ranks

close to the library trade in point of eth 
both are a full century ahead of most othe: 
organized business functions.

Mr. Dana’s comment, reprinted from /’) 
ers’ Ink, giving as his reason for the smal 
sale of books in this country the fact ¢! 
publishers do not allow booksellers to ret 
unsold copies, is partly true. 

My opinion, backed with an experienc: 
over thirty-five years, as a publisher's repr 
sentative and operator of traveling book 
stores and a chain of bookstores, is—the pub- 
lishers do not allow the bookseller a sufficient 
proht over his selling cost, to make it worth 
the effort to push the sale of books. As th 
publisher dictates the trade price and selling 
price, the remedy is entirely in his hands. 

In the effort to force a profit, by buying 
larger quantities than he could sell, man) 
bookseller has gone bankrupt. 

[f all publishers would credit the bo 
seller the difference between the origi” 
price, and reprint price as soon as_ reprinl 
edition was on market, it would be a grea! 
help to the bookseller, If the publisher wou! 
exchange books which a dealer found he 
could not sell, for ones he could sell, pro- 
vided stock was returned in first class condi- 
tion, it would help make bookselling profitable. 
_ The solution of increasing the sale of books 
is entirely up to the publisher, and it wil! 
never be solved, until he makes the distribu- 
tion of them more profitable to the retailer.

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An Experiment in Book Advertising 


There is nothing of more interest to the 
book-trade than projects for broadening the 
field of possible book buyers and a selling 
campaign which Appleton launches on Monday, 
Mar. 3Ist, and continues intensively for three 
weeks is an interesting effort to reach a new 
public. 

The plan is being tried on the New York 
City field as an experiment ground with the 
hope that deductions from this effort may help 
in the construction of other country-wide sell- 
ing campaigns. 

Who are the people in a large city who can 
afford to buy books and do not buy books? 
300,000 people in New York, Appleton’s fig- 
ures say, buy $2.00 theater seats each week. 
Many of these people are from out of town 
but with all allowances made, there are tens 
of thousands of people who could easily af- 
ford $1.50 for a good novel, tho most of them 
do not spend it, as is apparent by the total 
distribution for new novels in the city. Who 
are the people whose homes line the mile after 
mile of residential streets in New York and 
who fill the acres of high class apartment 
houses? 

The potential reading public busily attends 
plays, movies, and club but we have to soberly 
recognize that very many do not have book- 
reading among their habits at all. 

How can the suggestion be made to them? 
Apparently the best means would be by news- 
paper space and wide displays given to some 
book that would have a strong chance of 
pleasing if the sale were made. Appleton’s 
believed that they had on their spring list a 
title that would suit the case, “The Sage- 
brusher” by Emerson Hough, a Western story 
by a well-known writer. 

A survey of New York’s residential sec- 
tions indicated what districts would be most 
likely to house a public who could afford 
books, then the newspapers were asked to 
submit figures showing how thoroly they cov- 
ered those districts. The papers selected were 
The Times (morning circulation),The Even- 
ing Sun, The Evening World, and The Brook- 
lyn Eagle. In these mediums they have con- 
tracted for about $5000 dollars worth of space 
to be used in three weeks, about five times 
what would be the expenditure under ordinary 
circumstances. 

The first displays will be 600 lines in three 
columns to be carried on alternate days with 
what might be called heart-interest copy, on 
the other days smaller space with what might 
be called “take-me-home-to-night” copy. The 
copy will be changed the later weeks and the 
space used will be 400 lines. The circula- 
tion of the four papers is about one million 
copies daily. 

It has been realized that in order to profit 
as fully as possible from this campaign there 
should be more stock displayed than usual and 
the retail trade has shown great willingness to 
co-operate; over and above the 50 or 60 out- 
lets that could ordinarily be found in Man- 
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hattan and Brooklyn for a popular novel, about 
250 other stores have been interested, small 
bookstores, or periodical or stationery shops 
that have heretofore dealt but slightly in $1.50 
fiction. All these stores have been interested 
on an outright sale basis and will therefore 
be standing behind the campaign. 

Beside window material and booklets, a new 
feature in display helps is a window card 
headed, “This is the ad you saw to-day” and 
to the center are riveted one each of the dis- 
play advertisements in the order in which 
they are to appear. This will enable dealers 
to connect up their window displays with the 
current advertisements. 

There has been so much discussion in the 
last few weeks as to methods of book adver- 
tising that a new and well organized effort 
such as this is of special interest. 





Government Report on Paper Prices 


Reports from jobbers in the East and 
Middle West show the following prevailing 
prices per 100 pounds for warehouse deliveries 
quoted on the various grades of book paper 
during February, 1919.

The variation in prices is due in part to 
differences in the quality, the methods of 
packing and also to location. Prices on the 
Pacific Coast are much higher than in other 
parts of the country. 

Prices quoted on book paper by jobbers 
were slightly lower in February, 1919, than in 
January, 1919. There has been a slight de- 
crease in the jobbers’ stocks on hand. 

Imports of book paper are almost neglible, 
being only 1 ton for January, 1919, and 2 
tons for January, 1918. Exports of book 
paper were 10,385 tons for January, 1919, as 
compared with 4,105 tons for January, 1918. 
Exports of book paper for January, 1919, 
were principally to Australia, Argentina, 
Japan, Brazil, Chile and Cuba. Exports of 
book paper to other countries for January, 
1919, include 336 tons to China, 465 tons. to 
British South Africa and 202 tons to the 
Philippines. 

The principal imports of chemical wood 
pulp consist of unbleached sulphite and sul- 
phate from Canada. More than 84 per cent 
of the chemical wood pulp imported in Janu- 
ary, 1919, came.;from Canada, Imports,from 
Norway and Sweden were 4,396 net.tons. The 
total imports of chemical wood pulp were 
13,754 tons greater than in January, 1918, 

Imports and exports of paper stock other 
than wood pulp include rags. and vegetable 
fibers. Imports for January, 1919, were 1,744 
tons compared with 500 tons for Januarv, 
1918. Exports for January, 1919, were 1,154 
Ha as compared with 1,516 tons for January,

At the Author’s Expense 


In a recent number of the Author's League 
Bulletin the editor wrote “Take warning ot 


publishers who make a business of publishing 


at the author’s expense.” 

To this Ferris Greenslet of Houghton Miff- 
lin & Co. has replied; “I assume you have 
primarily in your eye our friend nomen 
est omen! I am inclined to think, however, 


that as you have stated it, you might poison . 


some author's mind against some of the rest 
of us. I suppose about 10 per cent of the 
publications of the larger houses are books 
of scholarship, research, memorial volumes or 
other non-commercial literature, published un- 
der some form of subsidy from the author, or 
some organization or institution. 

“Of course, the only sound way cof doing 
this business is for the author to pay all the 
bills and receive all the proceeds, less a com- 
mission to the publisher on the copies he ac- 
tually sells. 

“T expect that this kind of business is prob- 
ably going to increase during the next few 
vears. There will undoubtedly be a large 
number of war narratives which ought to be 
printed and made part of the available record, 
for the future historian to deal with, which, 
at the samé time, can hardly prove profitable 
publishing merchandise. 

“We ourselves, at the moment, are trying to 
work out some arrangement which will make 
it possible to get such things into print under 
a subsidy or guarantee. I imagine that other 
large houses, particularly those owning their 
own presses, are studving the same problem 

“In view of this, I think you ought in some 
way to qualify the italicized warning.”

An interesting sale of original drawings by 
Aubrey Beardsley, consigned by Frederick rf. 
Evans of London, in whose possession they 
have been since they were made, was sold at 
the Anderson Galleries on the evening of 
March 20. Forty-three numbers brought 
$6972. Twenty-six numbers were illustrations 
of “Le Morte d’Arthur,” five miscellaneous 
and the remainder small grotesques from “Bon 
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Mots.” The drawings were small and mount- 
ed on brown paper. The larger of the illus- 
trations for “Le Morte d’Arthur” brought the 
highest prices: “Tristan Drank the Po- 
tion” bringing $630; “Tristan Nursed by 
Isolda,” $550; “Arthur and the Strange Man- 
tle,” $560. Two full page borders with photo- 
graphic portraits of Beardsley by F. H. Evans, 
brought $235 and $255 each. Beardsley draw- 
ings are very scarce. John Lane’s collection 
is supposed to have been destroyed by fire at 
Leipsic and in that case there will be no other 
Beardsley collection to go on the market. 





The dispersal of a collection of French auto- 
graph letters and documents collected by the 
late George P. Marsh and American historical 
letters and documents from other sources were 
sold at the Anderson Galleries on March 19 
and 20, bringing $6103.20. The most import- 
ant item of the collection was the Revolution- 
ary correspondence of Gen. Nathaniel Greene 
and Robert Morris—a series of fifty-four orig- 
inal autograph letters of great historical in- 
terest—true pictures of the distressing con- 
dition under which these two able and devoted 
patriots worked for independence. There were 
twenty-six letters signed by Gen. Greene and 
twenty-eight bY Robert Morris; the lot brought 
$970. An autograph letter signed by Martha 
Washington bearing evidence of her sincere 
affection for her distinguished husband real- 
ized $310. An autograph plan and surveyor’s 
notes, drawn and written by George Washing- 
ton, inlaid on a large sheet of drawing pa: 
brought $121. A series of sixteen document 
letters signed by Napoleon Bonaparte brought 
from $25 to $41 each. Other interesting 
items and prices were the following: Bene- 
dict Arnold, A. L. S., 1 page, quarto, Head- 
quarter’s Robinson House, Aug. 31, 1780; writ- 
ten at the time Arnold was in the midst of 
traitorous negotiations with André, $50; Car- 
ter Braxton, signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, A. L. S., 2 pages, quarto, Sept. 
14, 1777, $50; Gen. John Burgoyne, A. L. S., 
2 pages, folio, Dec. 9, 1777, written to Gen. 
Health in regard to transports, $72.50; Lafay- 
ette, A. L. S., 1 page, quarto, Jan. 20, 1778. ° 
letter in English to Robert Morris, $31; Wash- 
ington Irving, two autograph letters signed 
and inlaid to quarto bound in full levant | 
Bradstreet’s, $120; a remarkable collection of 
letters and documents relating to the history 
of Pennsylvania before the Revolution, in- 
cluding an A. L. S. by William Penn, $177.50; 
a complete set of the autograph signatures of 
the Presidents of the United States from 
George Washington to Woodrow Wilson, 27 
pieces, $40; William Williams, Signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, A. L. S., four 
bages quarto, Philadelphia, July 22, 1777, $37;
